thorized to sell such lands as were conveyed to him by
Richard Ash in trust for the heirs of said Ash.

Bond 8ec. 2. That said Holmes, before selling said lands, ex-
ecute a bond to the said heirs by name, in the penal sum of
$2,000 conditioned for the faithful eale of said lands and
prompt payment of 1he respective portions of the proceeds
of such sale to the eaid heirs, as they shall severally direct,
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and shall deposit sald bond with the county judge of Juck-
son county.
